Reissue Applications 

1 . This communication is responsive to amendment 6/4/07. Claims 1-24 have been 
cancelled. New claims 25-48 have been presented in this Reissue application. 

2. Applicant is reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1.178(b), to 
timely apprise the Office of any prior or concurrent proceeding in which Patent No. 
6,356,081 is or was involved. These proceedings would include interferences, reissues, 
reexaminations, and litigation. 

Applicant is further reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1.56, to 
timely apprise the Office of any information which is material to patentability of the 
claims under consideration in this reissue application. 

These obligations rest with each individual associated with the filing and 
prosecution of this application for reissue.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 25-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Srinivasan P.N. 6,177,797 (Srinivasan). 

Srinivasan discloses a head coil element for MRI. Applicant's attention is directed 
to Fig. 3 and corresponding description. The head coil element consists of three 
coils, two quadrature volume coils and a quadrature surface coil. The coils can 
be operatively combined by a coupling circuit (see e.g. claim 10) to perform 
selective imaging in selective modes. In addition to these operating modes, the 
signals from the coils may be combined before or after they reach the amplifier or 
receiver. This implies two modes of operation of the coupling circuit or coil 
interface. One, in which the coil outputs are coupled to an equal number of 
receivers, and the other, where the coil outputs are coupled to a lesser number of 
receivers. See lines 26 and 27 of col. 13. Thus signals from the input ports can in 
one mode go directly to the output ports and receivers or in a second mode 
signals from the input ports can be combined at the RF level into one signal

before they are fed to an output port and a receiver. Srinivasan meets all the 
limitations of the newly submitted claims.
